This month we see the start ef Lent, a season now 
associated solely with the Church's calendar, though the word 
originally meant 'spring* or 'the lengthening of the days', which 
is quite a cheerful thought. However, it is commonly thought of 
as the forty days leading up to Easter, the crown of the Church's 
year, and was used in preparation for this groat feast. Following 
the example of Christ who withdrew to the wilderness for forty 
days of fasting in preparation for his ministry, it has in the past 
been a time for mortification of the flesh in various ways, mostly . . 
through diet. 

The mood was set on Ash Wednesday, when the forehead was 
marked with a cross of ashes with the y/ords "Remember, 0 man, that 
dust thou art and unto dust shalt thou return" - a sobering thought 
to set you on the long six weeks of penitence ! Those of extreme 
piety might be inspired to suffer a hair shirt and flagellite them¬ 
selves for the duration, but most would be bound by the strict 
rules of the fast: "we abstain from flesh, meat, and from all things 
that come from flesh, as milk, cheese and eggs". Later a concession 
was made which allowed people to eat milk products if in return they 
'gave alms to sane good y/ork. This was obviously a good idea judging 
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by the many churches built or partly built from these a Ins. They are 
said to have been paid for the ornate south-west tower of Rouen Cathedral, 
known as the Butter Tower. It is easy to see how Pancake Day started 
as a way of using up the eggs before the Lenten fast, and how the custom 
of the Easter Egg came from the offering and blessing of those hoarded 
during abstinence. 

Most people who give up some foods or cigarettes "for Lent" 
in this over-fed and nicotine-kippered society, realise that it will 
probably benefit their bodies more than their souls, so Christians 
usually make some sort of self-sacrifice such as is suggested in the 
artiole "Transport of Delight" further on in this issue. 

Nothing to do with Lent, but instead of imposing a fast on the 
congregation we are hoping to initiate a "parish elevenses" after Sunday 
morning service this month. For nearly two years now we have had 
coffee in church on special occasions, and this has been much appreciated. 
It has not been a regular thing because of the lack of catering facilities 
in the building. Not that this has been completely solved now, but we 
do have a 13 -amp socket fitted in the choir vestry now, which should 
enable us to beat water inconspiciously while the ®rvice is in progress, 
and we feel that with this much encouragement we should prooeed. 

This is not just another fom of seIf-indulgence, but we hope 
it will fill a real need and help foster more of a family feeling among 
us. I wonder for instance how many times people have gone to church 
looking for solaoe and have come away disappointed ? - they were worried 
or lonely or had a tough problem and somehow thought that going to church 
would help. Unless one is a particularly spiritual person, and these 
I Imagine are fairly rare, on6 may find that apart from providing an 
oasis of tranquility in a turbulent world, going to church has not helped 
much. Because of the formality of the service itself, it would be 
possible if one was very quick off the mark, to b6 in and out of 'church 
with barely a nod and a "Good Morning" to the person next to you. Not 
that this often happens, I hope i But I know that I have often wanted 
to speak to several people after the service, and in catching one I have 
missed the others. I know this applies to the Vicar and probably many 
others. So we are hoping to provide encouragement for informal gathering 
after the service, when we can linger for a few minutes and find out how 
everybody is and welcome any newcomer. Doubtless for most of us the first 
thing wo do on arriving home from church is to put on the kettle for a 
cup of something. Surely we could have one together instead ?

CHRISIkAS AEEEAL 
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FROM THE VICAR 


This month I would like to draw your attention to two items of 
considerable importance. At the last meeting of the P. C. C. it was 
agreed that in future the Sunday School and Junior Guild be known as 
Junior Church. This will not mean any change in the present arrange¬ 
ments in regard to what we do and when we meet, but it should help 
newocmers when they join. In short the Junior Church meets twice a 
week; on Sundays at 10 for instruction and worship, and we are 
prepared to take children at the age of 3 (although younger children with 
their parents are always welcome at the service); and again on Mondays 
at 6.30 for those aged 7 and over. The idea behind the change is that 
the two meetings will bo complimentary and not sufficient in themselves. 
In future those who join Junior Church will be encouraged to co me to 
both meetings if they are old enough. 

As we no longer have the ASC Scheme we have decided to give a 
small plastic badge for Church attendance and this will be presented 
when the Bishop of Ely comes for the confirmation. The badge will be of 
a design exclusive to the 4 Parishes. 

One final note on this subject. Wo are alv/ays 
in need of adults to help with both os these groups, 
especially at holiday timos. If you are interested and 
willing to giwc up a little of your time to help tho 
young please see mo,' I'm certain you will find it 
worthwhile. , 

In another part of tho Boacon you will find information about 
the USPG lent projoct for 1972. In provious years lent Boxes have boon 
available and a fair number of those have been taken, resulting in 
abuut £12 for missionary work. To bo truthful this has boon our only 
activity in this field and whon you consider that mission ought to be 
a concern to all Christians, thon it isn't vory satisfactory. So this 
year wo are going to take part in the 'Transport of Delight' projoct 
to soo if wo can't raise onough money to but at loast a bicycle. If we 
do mono, then wo can think about a mule 1 Thoro will be no spocial 
offarts apart from tho Lent Boxes. The youngstors uf tho Junior Church 
will bo tho oxcoption. Thoy are going to make puppets during Lent under 
tho guidanoo of their lcadors and when completed they are to give a 
puppet show on Saturday March 4th in aid of tho projoct. I hope that 
parents and others intorcstGd in our work will cotno along and soo far 
thomse lvc s.

And you will know the joys of skimming over the ground 
effortlessly, like a bird, covering long distances in a very short time, 
the freedom of visiting, the ease of transporting supplies and equip¬ 
ment; you will also know only too well the frustrations of a solid 
British traffic jam. 

Do you remember what it was like even thirty years ago ? 

Or have you heard tales of thoso days and of even earlier cnes, when a trip 
in a car was an adventure, and a visit to a friend in the next county 
took a whole day ? 


In that case you will feel for those who serve the Church 
overseas and travel hundreds of miles each year on their own two feet. 

And for doctors and nursos who, to roach their patients travel thousands 
of miles on roads that barely qualify for the name, often undor appalling 
weather conditions. Sometimes it is only possible to get from one 
place to another on a horse or a mule, or by boat; 3omotimes you have 
to wait for an expensive seat in a jungle-hopping piano. Just occasionally 
there may be a bus (of sorts) carrying as many passengers outside as in, 
plus an assortment of their goods and chattels, live and dead.

All this costs monoy, and our travellers noed help. The 
requests come in all the time for boats with outboard motors, canoes, 
bicycles - some with balloon tyros - motor-cycles of all sorts, Land- 
Rovers, Chevrolet trucks to use as ambulances, mules, donkeys ........ 

And it doosn't end thorc, for animals and fodder, petrol spares and 
maintonenoo for machines are all nocessary.
